I 'olice said the suspect, a resident of I lamilton I own- 
f - hip, a com m unity near the famous trysting place for 
I teuton lovers before his induction, is 33, married and tlu* 
father of two children. 
M ercer County Prosecutor Walter D. Cough* said to­ 
day the probe is continuing and declined further com 
m r ut. 
Other investigators said the Negro private has 
nu ule no confession. I hey said: 
I Ie has given a number of statements since he was 
taken into custody. . . . W e are not overly impressed w itll 
them, but we do feel that he could be of greater help to the 
investigation. W e think he knows the killer.
